On the 4th Juno, 1981, Sul)-Inspector of Police, Shrl M- 
Bhagyaaamy of Crime detachment, received information that 
two Kemlites were trying to dispose of, in the local market, 
»ome silver jewellery suspected to be stolen from some 
temple. The Sub-Inspector took Constable Karuppannan 
Karuppiah alonffwith him for his assistance and rushed to 
the place where the jewellery was being sold by the above 
two Individuals. They spotted th«^ 9 rifninals in front of tt 


jewellery shop. One of them, who was later identified as 
Raj an alias Soman S/o Madhavan of Perungala in Kerala, 
was found having a paper parcel containing silver jc^wfeUeiy 
in his hand. Later investigation revealed that he was a 
notorious temple burglar wanted In 28 cases of Kerala State. 
On seeing the police officers, they attempted to escape but 
the Sub-Inspcctor and the Constable Shri Karuppiah cleverly 
caught hold of Rajan alias Soman but the other culprit 
manag^ to escape.

On the 8th March, 1981, at about 8.00 p.m., Shri Rama 
Shanker Misra, CO Rath, received infornration about the 
presence of Lachchi Chipi with his gang members in village 
Tala^ PS Majhgawan in the house of Swami Prasad Lodhi. 
He requisitioned force from PSS Jaria, Majhgawan and Rath 
and ordered them to collect at PS Rath. He himself reached 
PS Rath at about 11.00 p.m. and proceeded to village Tala 
Rawat at about 3.00 a.m. alongwith the police force. He 
divided the force in seven parties. The house in which the 
dacoits were hiding was in the centre of the village and was 
condened, Shri Misra took several rounds of the house with 
his party asking the dacoits to surrender. At about 6.00' a.m. 
one of the dacoits came outside the house and tried to escape 
scaling over the wall. He was challenged and, in exchange 
of fire with Shri Misra’s party, was killed on the spot. He 
was identified as Lalloo son of Babu Lai. 

After this incident the remaining dacoits became desperate 
and opened fire from inside the house. As the dacoits were 
in a secure position, the firing by the police had no effect on 
them. Shri Misra with his party entered the house of 
Shatmghan Lodhi and from up stairs, he crawled to take a 
position on the roof of the house. The dacoits continued to 
fire through the holes made in the wall from inside the room. 
Shri Misra at great personal risk and in the face of heavy 
firing by dacoits crawled further to the roof of the room 
and ordered it to be broken so that grenade could be thrown 
inside the room. At about 9.00 a.m. three dacoits suddenly 
came out of the room and started indiscriminate firing on 
the police party of Shri Misra. The remainina: police party 
was in outer cordon of the house and Shri Misra alongwith 
a small police party was on the roof of the house. Shri 
Misra with great presence of mind, courage and devotion to 
duty continued to fire asking his party to act accordingly and 
not allowed the dacoits to escape. In the exchange of fire 
Shri Misra got gun shot injury in his right hand. Even then 
unmindful of his personal safety he crawled further and 
started massive firing. As a result of heavy exchange of fire 
three dacoits got injuredi and fell down when the firing ceased 
from the side of the dacoits. Shri Misra with party w<ent 
in the courtyard and found that the three dacoits were lying 
dead. They were identified as Lachhi Chipi S/o Babu Lai, 
Sant Ram S/o Ram Chandra and Jai Singh S/o Sripat. 

Shri Rama Shanker Misra thus exhibited conspicuous 
gallantry, courage, leadership and devotion to duty of a very 
high order.

After continuous hot chase of 20 Kms towards Nelamangala 
they observed one green Fiat car parked in a field and a 
person seated at the driver's seat. Confirming from Sta 
Mohan that it was the same car in which the robber left the 
Bank with cash, Shri Achappa immediately rushed towards 
the parked car on foot with his loaded revolver. On seeing 
the Police, the accused started firing with his pistol aiming 
at Shri Achappa to kill him and to escape in the car with 
the booty.

Shri Achappa with his staff chased and over-powered 
the accused. The suit-case containing cash of Rs. 42,062/-> 
the .9MM pistol, empty cartridges were all seized, including 
the car used in the commission of the offence.

On the 23rd May, 1981, Shri Ganga Singh, SO, Kuthond, 
received mfe^mation about the presence of Murand/Meera 
TTiakur gang m the jungle of village Lohai. The presence 
of the gang was ascertained in village Dharana, PS Kuthond 
Shn Ganga Singh, SO, Kuthond, took the Police party of 
Shn Gyan Swaroop Rastogi, SO, Jalaun, and reached the 
spot at about 10.30 hrs. The gang was hiding in the houses 
of Munna, Hari Babu and Guttoo in the said village. These 
3 houses were contiguous and situated at the outskirts of 
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village Dharana. Both these officers thoujEhl of putting a 
human cordon to prevent the escape of any dacoit. While 
they were in the process of lixinp the cordon, the dneoits 
fired a volley of shots on them. They luckily escaped. How¬ 
ever, they did not lose heart and in spite of heavy firing by 
the dacoits, they successfully managed to plu^r the escape 
routes. Shri Ganga Singh imniediatcly passed on the infor¬ 
mation to Shri Hma Shankcr Bajpai, SP. Jalaun, about the 
Gherabandi of Murand/Mecra Thakur Rang and requested 
for rednforccnient. Shri Bajpai piomptly rushed to villaKe 
Dharana with additional police force from Police Lines, Orai. 
On his wav, he alerted other Station Officers on R/T Sets 
and ordered them to proceed to the scene of occurrence. On 
reaching the spot, Shii Bajpai took command of the force 
and posted officers and men id strategic points. 


Shri Bajpai challenged the dacoits to .surrender as they 
were_ surrounded from all sides. Instead of surrendering, the 
dacoits continued abusing police officers and kept on firing. 
Shri Bajpai alongwxth other officers also opened fire on 
dacoits in self defence. He, in LlUlt disregard to his pei'sonal 
safely, crawled further through open escape under the cover¬ 
ing fire and took pusilion behind a low mud wall from where 
they could cffeclively fire on dacoits. Shri Cyan Swaroop 
Raslogi, aloDfiWith some other hand-picked men, was deputed 
to take position on the roof of 'he house of Onkrjj' Singn 
wffiich was strategically situated and fi'oni where cilectivc fire 
could be put on dacoits on the first floor of Gnttoo's house. 
The firing continued and ultimately the police parly succeeded 
in liquidating one notorious dacoit namely Birje but only 
after the saciifice of one brave Constable Vishwanath Singh 
of Police Station, Jalaun. 

Shri Bajpai enthused other police officers and men. With¬ 
out losinft heart, he continued to put further heavy pressure 
on dacoits. He further crawled ahead and took position on 
the eastern side of Guttoo's house. After climbing a ladder, 
a hole was made in the tiled roof of the room from where 
the dacoits were still firing. Shri Biqpai took HC 20226 
PAC Sukhbir Singh and C/33666 PAC Tshwar Nath Pandey 
along with him and dropped four grenades through this hole. 
This shattered the morale of the dacoits. Shri Bajpai again 
crawled and returned back to his originul position behind the 
low mud wall. He fired 3 VLP cartridges whereafter four 
dacoits including Meera Thakur jumped out of the room and 
started firing after taking position behind another low mud 
wall. Shri Bajpai and his party continued heavy firing on 
these dacoits. During this exchange of fire, four constables 
received injuries from the bullets of the dacoits. They were 
immediately sent to Sadar Hospital for treatment. Shri 
Bajpai did not relent and continued to enthuse nil the officers 
and men and continues! heavy firing on the dacoits. After 
a fierce battle which lasted about half an hour, he succeeded 
in liquidating nil the four remaining dneoits. These dacoits 
were subsequently recognized as gang leader Murand, Meera 
Thakur, Shiv Ram and Bndan. While the police party was 
engaged in the encounter with dacoits who were firing from 
the house of Guttoo, one more dacoit managed to change 
his position and took shelter in the house of Hari Bubu. Shri 
Bajpai alongwitb a few police officers look position behind 
the house of Hari Babir He decided to complete the opera- 
tjon quickly so that the dacoit may not take advantage of 
the approaching darkness. Slui Bajpai along with a few 
other membcr.s of the party crawled ahead and took positi^^’^ 
just near the door of the room from where the dacoit was 
firing from inside. Two rifle grenades were thrown through 
the same door from which the dacoit was firing. On this 
screams of the dacoit were heard and he tried to escape 
through the back door. The police parly already deployed 
at a strategic place near that door succeeded in liquidating 
this dacoit who was identified as Durga Kori. Thus the 
entire gang of Murand/Mcern Thakur including the gang lea¬ 
der was liquidated on the spot.

K. V, Chandra Rao got clues through his informant that 
KorakaJa Rambabu was taking shelter in the bouse of his 
associate Savara Ramudu in Koyyanduru village lying at a 
distance of 7 Kms, to Kasibugga Police Station. He imme¬ 
diately gathered all the available Police Force and proceeded 
to Koyyadum village. The party reached the outskrita of 
the village by about 3 A.M. in pitch darkness. The raiding 
parties laid in wait around the village blocking all the possible 
escape routes.
